Judge 
Palmer, of Yankton, jbs said to be strongly 
endorsed by Senator^Edmunds and the 
Vermont delegation! while Gen. Coburn 
is backed by the Indiana people, and is 
said also to be held in high esteem by 
President Arthur. From what can be 
learned of the two men there is little 
choice so far as the people of the territory 
are concerned. More is known of Judge 
Palmer because of his being a resident of 
the territory, and his appointment would, 
no doubt, give universal satisfaction. 
While he is a resident of Yankton, yet 
there can te no grounds upon which to 
base the belief that his deliberations up- 
on the capital and other matters which 
are likely to come up during the coming 
season, will be biased in the least. It is 
an insult to the judge to entertain such 
an idea. Irresponsible and sensational 
correspondents of the press have bur- 
dei ed the wires day after day with the 
report, first, that he is against Bismarck 
in the capital fight, and again that he 
favors Bismarck as the seat of govern- 
ment. No importance should attach to 
such reports. Those who know Palmer 
best know that he is a man of fair mind, 
a competent lawyer and an able and im- 
partial judge. The people of the terri- 
tory, and especially those-of North Da- 
kota, need not therefore feel uneasy in 
the event of his appointment. 


The Indiana press also speaks in flat- 


tering terms of General Coburn. He is 
highly respected by the people of Indian- 
apolis, where he lives; and that he is en- 
dorsed by the Indiana delegation is suffi- 
cient guarantee of his ability and worth. 
So far as the people of North Dakota are 
concerned they have expressed no prefer- 
ence for any of the so-called candidates. 
All that is asked of the administration is 
that some competent and unprejudiced 
person be at once appointed.

This church, which is the oldest religious 


lody of North Dakota, was organized in the 
year 1873, and waa served for five years, until 
1878, by the Bev. I. O. Sloan, the well-known 
and beloved pioneer missionary of the north- 
west, now pastor of the church at Man*1 an. For 
a long time his waa the only church in the city, 
and was supported by the community, assisted 
by the Presbyterian Board of Home Missions. 
A suitable building was erected, and here the 
society has worshiped since. 
The pulpit has 


been occupied since the resignation of Bev. I. 
O. Sloan, by the Stephen G. Dodd, Rev. William 
G. Stevens and Bev. &. H. Thompson. The last 
named closed his services in October, and was 
succeeded by the present pastor, Bev. Chss. B 
Austin, who has been on the ground some three 
months. Dating the pastorate of Bev. W. C. 
Stevens, a very comfortable parsonage was 
erected on the lot adjoining the church, so that 
the society is now in, possession of a valuable 
property, and is virtually out of debt. For tbje 
last year and a half they have been self-sustain- 
ing. The church has a good membership; the 
building U too small for the congregation, and 
the Sabbath school has so increased in members 
as to be cramped for room. The ladies of the 
church, in anticipation of the time whsn a 
larger church must be erected to meet the wants 
of the society, have organized a series of enter! 
tainments -whose, proqeeds shall be devoted to 
the furnishing-^f the fi^w house of worship'. 
They are meeting with deserved success. The 
officers of the church are as follows:
